Might he not remem- 
ber and obſerve thar Command of the 
Apoſtle, Row. 14. 1. Him that is weak 
in the Faith receive ye,but not to doubt- 
ful diſputations, without being a Soci- 
»ian2 Did he amiſs, that he offered to 
the belief of thoſe who ſtood off, that, 
and only that which our Saviour and 
his Apoſtles preached for the reducing 
the unconverted World? And would any 
one think he in earneſt went 'about 
to perſivade Men to be Chriftians,who 
ſhould uſe that as an Argument to re- 
commend the Goſpel, which he hes 
obſerved Men to lay hold on as an Ob» 
jeQion againſt it? To urge ſuch Points 
of Controverfie* as neceſſary Articles 
of Faith, when we fee our Saviour and 
| the Apottles in their Preaching urged 
them not as neceffary to be believed, 
to make Men Chriſtians, is (by our 
ownAuchority)to add Prejudices to Pre- 
judices, and to block up our own way 
to thoſe Men whom we would have 
| acceſs to, and prevail upon. But =_ 
en 
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Men had rather you ſhould write 
Booty, and croſs: your own deſign of 
removing mens Prejudices to Chriſtia- 
nity, than leave out one tittle of what 
they pur into their Syſtems. To ſuch 
I ay ; Convince but Men of the Miſ- 
ſion of Jeſus Chriſt ; make them but 
fee the Truth, Simplicity, and Reaſo- 
nableneſs of what he himſelt Taught, 
and required to be believed by his Fol- 
lowers; and you need not doubt, but, . 
being once fully perſwaded of his Do- 
Arine, and the Advantages which all . 
Chriſtians 8gree are received by him, 
fuck} Converts will not lay by the 
_ Scriptures; but by a conſtant Reading 

and Study of them, get all the Lighr 
they can from this Divine Revelation 
and nouriſh themſelves up in the words 
of Faith, and of good Dodrin, as St. 
Paul ſpeaks to Timothy, But ſome Men 
will not bear it, that any one ſhould 
ſpeak of Religion, but according to 
the Model that they themſelves have 
made of it. Nay, though he propoſes 
it upon the very Terms, and in the 
very Words which our Saviour and 
his Apoſtles preached it in, yet he ſhall 
not eſcape Cenſures, and the ſevereſt

Iofinuations. To deviate in the leaf, 
or to omit any thing contained in their 
Articles, is Herefie under the moſt in- 
vidious Names in faſhion,and 'tis well if 
he eſcapes being a down-right Atheiſt. 
Whether this be the way for Teach- 
ers to make themſelves hearkened to, 
as Men in earneſt in Religion, and re- 
ally concerned for the Salvation of 
mens Souls, I leave them to conſider. 
What ſucceſs it has had towards per- 
ſwading Men of the Truth of Chriſtia- 
nity, their own Complaints of the pre- 
valency of Atheiſm on the one hand, 
and the Number of Deiſts on the 0- 
ther, ſufficiently ſhew.

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And yet when it came out,the buz,and 
flatter, and noiſe which was made, and 
the Reports which were raiſed, would 
have perſwaded the World that it (ub- 
verced all Morality, and was deſigned 
2gainſt the Chriſtian Religion. I muſt 
confels Diſcourſes of this kind, which 1 
met with ſpread up and down, at firſt 
am me; knowing the ſincerity of 
thoſe Thoughts which perſwaded me 
to publiſh ir, (not without ſome hope 
of doing ſome Service to decayi 
Piety, and miſtaken and ſlandered 
Chriſtianity. ) I ſatisfied my (elf a- 
gaialt thoſe Heats with this aſſurance, 
that if there was any thing in my 
Book, againſt what any one called Re- 
ligion, it was not againſt the Religion 
contained in the Goſpel. And tor that 
I appeal to ail Mankind. 

But to return to Mr. Ed's in 
particular, I muſt take leave to tell 
him, that if omitting plain avd eb vi- 
ous Paſſages, and famous Teſtimonies in 
the Buangelifts, be « fault in me, I 
wonder why he, among fo many of 
this kind that | am guilty of, mentions

If the Omiſſion of other Texts 
4 the Evangeliſts (which are all trurak 
{o, and no one of them to be disbelie- 
ved) be a fault, it might have been 
expected that Mr, Edwards ſhoald have 
accuſed me for leaving out Mar. x.

are founded. 'Thele'being Articles of 


the Apoſtles Creed, are look'd upon as 


Fundamental Dofrines:'And one would 
wonder why Mr. Edwards fo quietly 


paſtes by their Omiſſion ; did it not 


appear that he was fo intent on fixing 
his Imputation of Secinianiſm upon me, 
that rather than mils that, he was con» 


tent to drop the other Articles of his 


Creed. For I muſt obſerve to him, 
that if he had blamed me for the O- 
mitlion of the places laſt quoted out 
of. St. Matthew ( as he had as much 
realon as for any other) it would 
planily have appeared how idle and 
y-grounded his charging Soc mianiſm 
on me was.

of the Book, whatever elſe ir be. For 
| repeat it again, there is not one word | 
of Sociniduiſm in ic.

[f feave it to him to (ay; or to thoſe 
who can bear the plainneis and fifnpli- 
city of rhe Goſpel, to guefs, whar its 
favlc ts. 
Some Men are ſhrewd gaeſfers, and 
others woutd be thought to be (o : Bur 
1 he muſt be carried far by his forward 
Inclinatiotn, who does not take notice, 
that the World is apt to think him a 
Diviner, for any thing rather than for 
the ſake of Truth, who ſets up his own 
| Suſpicions againſt the direct Evidence 
of things ; and pretends to know 
other meas Thoughts and Reaſons bet- 
ter than they themſelves. I had faid, 
that the Epiftles being writ to thoſe 
who were already Believers, conld nor 
be fuppoſed to be writ to them to 
B teach 
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teach them ,Fuodameatals,, | without 
which they could not, be Behevers. 

And the Reaſon I gave. why.I had. 
not gone through the Writings 1a the 
Epiſtles, to Collett the Fundamental 
Articles of Faith, as I had thraugh the 
Preachings of our Saviour and his A- 
poſtles, was, Becauſe thole Fundamen- 
tal Articles were in thoſe Epiſtles pro- 
milcuoyſly, and without diftintion, 
mixed with other Truths. And there- 
fore we ſhall find and diſcern thoſe 
great and-neceſſary Points beſt in the 
Preachings, of our Saviour and the A- 
poltles, to. thoſe who- were yet igno- 
rant of the Faith, and  unconverted. 
This,as far as I know my own thoughts, 
was the reaſon why I did (as Mr. Ed- 
wards complains, p. 109. ) mot proceed 
to the Epiſtles, and not give an Account 
of them, as I had done, of. the Goſpels 
and Ails. This I imagined I had in 
the clole of my Bouk ſo fully and 
cicarly expreſſed, parcicularly p. 125. 
tizat | ſuppoſed no body, how willing 
ſoever, could have miſtaken me. But 
this Gentleman 1s fo much better ac»

Chriſt's 
Righteouſneſs, our Fuſtification by it , 
Eleftion," Adoption, ' Santlification, Sa- 
ving Faith, "The Nature of the Goſpel, 
The New Covenant, The Riches of God's © 
Mercy in the way of Salvation by Jeſus
